The firmness of Great Britain’s | 
attitude was further emphasized 
by King George in an address from 
the throne when proroguing par- 
Hament.' He declared the war 
must go on to a finish. : 

President Wilson’s note to the 
warring powers was made public 
Wednesday, though it had been 
forwarded to the Huropean capt- 
tals two days before. It was a call 
for them to state the terms on 
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Berlin and Vienna this move by | 
Mr. Wilson created a better im- 
pression than in London, Paris, 
Petrograd, and Rome. No formal 
action has been taken on it by any 
of the warring powers.

4—In the Vosges there was in- 
creased artillery activity during 
the week. .The French also report- 
ed some successful trench raids. 

&—Only artillery engagements 
were reported from the Italian 
fronts during the week. Winter 
conditions have brought extended 
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ma sectors of the Macedonian 
front. North of Monastir similar 
activity took place. Fog and rain 
prevented any infantry fighting 
except patrol engagements. 
7—Von Mackensen continued to 
press his advance in Dobrudja and 
eastern -Wallachia during the 
week... East of. the Danube the 
Russians attempted a stand in 
the hilly and wooded section of 
Dobrudja, south of the Danude, 
and for a time halted the Teuton 
advance. As the week closed, 
- however, the forces of the central 
powers were pressing their foes 
close to the Danube where it runs 
east and west, forming the boun- 
dary between Roumania and Bes-

8—In eastern Wallachia the 
Russians continued to retard the

OOSE is so much used at Christ- 
mas time ag to be called “ obliga- 
tory”’ in some parts of the world 
Goose raising in America has now 
assumed such proportions that we 
have what Is practically a trade marked 
variety, We have departed far from the 
old New England idea that q flock of 
geese was worth maintaining for the 
sake of goose oil and live geese feather 
pilowse We hati a flock of geese when I 
was a child, vut 1 do m think I ever 
tasted of goose flesh in those days. 
Goose is u sensible meat in these times, 
for those who know how to utilize it to 
the last scrap. One must know how to 
utliize the fat, to carve the roast, to save 
the small parts for a stew (the Germans 
cal) these smal! parts gansekiéin and use 
them for sour stews). Govse fat if care- 
fully tried out is used in Germany in 
place of butter and will cost anybody far 
lesa today than even oleomargarine. 
The method of whipping it to whiteness 
and firmness is perhaps a trade secret, 
but it might be profitable for us to mix 
@ little suet with the goose fat to stiffen 
It and so get a profitable fat to use for 
covking of various sorw. This experi-

Boast Goose, 

Singe, rub hard, wash, end then scrape 
the surface of the goose with a amall and 
not too sharp knife, If you are going 
to skin the govse remove the wings and 
cut off the neck close to the body. To 
remove the akin cut elong the breast 
bone down to the lean meat, and then 
carefully draw off the skin and the fat 
attached to it Wash the inside until 
the water comes out clean, but do it 
quickly, then wipe dry and the gvose 
is ready to season and tnpss. 

A stuffing of mushed potato is accept- 
able or ome entirely of meat (forve) 
pounded to a cream, but bread stuffing 
is less desirable with goose than with 
any other poultry. If no stuffing ts used 
put several onions, some stalks of cel- 
ery, and an appie in place of the stuffing 
to season the govcse. & 

If the skin of the goose has been re- 
moved for economy's enke, the skin of 
the neck or a pork or bacon rind or a 
thin blanket of pork may be fastened 
over the breast before it is put to cook. 
A bed of vegetabies may be used under 
it and some tiour well rubbed into it. A 
little hut water may be used at the start 
and a little pork or other fat. Baste 
every ten or fifteen minutes until done. 

Serve with apple sauce which has been 
but siightly sweetened and sieved. Pour 
off all but a Little grease from the pan 
and make the gravy. If flour was well 
rubbed into the goose the gravy may 
need neo thickening beside, 


Goose Fat. 

Cut up the skin and its layer of at- 
tached fat into Lttle squares, sprinkle 
with galt, and leave over night. HKinse 
with fresh water in the murning and 
put on to cook gently in three or four 
cups of cold water. Cvok for about two 
hours or until water is all cooked away 
and stiain.
